This is a question on 
which, as on no other, the 
people of Britain are. deeply 
divided. 
happened to bring the problem 
of the nationalised . industries, 
now being run by the State, to 


the fore again recently, 

The first thing is that the nation- 
olised industries have not been able 
fo keep down: their prices. Tha 
outstanding case jsp coal. Here, prices 
have been rajsed twice by fairly 
Jarge amounts since last autumn. 
The Industry has been making big 
losses on its operations. The rea- 
sons for this state of affairs ard 
complex. 

The National Coal Bonard—the 
body which runs the Industry for 
the Government—has had to cope 
with a much bigger wage blll than 
its predecessors under private enter- 
prise. It has instituted the five-day 
week in the mines, and much of the 
extracoal that’ was produced last 
year had to be pald for at overtime 
rates. It has been known for some 
time that sharp differences had 
oriscn among the executives inside. 
the Coal Board, . * 
, Some of these executives wero 
taken over direct from private enter- 
prise, when the.mines were na- 
tonflised, and it was not altogether 
surprising that thelr approach to the 
problems of the industry did not 
square on all occasions with that of 
the trade unlon representatives on 
-the Board, Recently. these. differences 
came to a head: Sir Charles Reid, 
the chief technical expert on the 
Coal Board, suddenly resigned. _ 


Front-page News’ 


HAT made front-page news in 
‘ Britain, and probably did the 
Board more damage thon any 
other single thing that has 
happened to it so ~far. Not 
that; Sir» Charles Reid was ot 
particularly popular or even well- 
known person, But he, was the 
chairman of o famous committee, 
which was sel up. by. the Govern- 
‘ment towards the end of the war, 
to inquire into the state of the Bri- 
tish coal industry. The report of 
that committee, which was forth- 
right, and ruthlessly Inid bare’ all 
the failings and ineMciencies of 
mining’ methods in Britain, ‘was 
adopted as a sort of Bible by the 
Coal Board when it was set up 
nearly 18 mouths ago, 2 

Now the author of the report has 
Issued o statement ‘on his resigna- 
tion, which smites the Board hip and 
thigh for Its technieal deficiencies 
over the past year-and-a-half, Str 
Chnites has not, pulled his punches. 
He has, however, tricd’ to, prevent 
his resignation from. being con« 
verted into a political issue belween 
the Conservatives and the Labour 
Party by adding thet, in spite of his 
eriticlsms on the technical side, he 
has got nothing against natlonnlisa- 
tion as such., He still belleves, he 
says, that nationolisatlon was a 
necessity for the British conl indus- 
ry.

“Two Eskimos of a ‘warlike nor- 
thern’ tribe were arrested for killing 
a friend,” the professor sald. ‘When 
questioned regarding a motive for 

he act, they replied, ‘Our friend 
was going to leaye us. We loved 
him, depended upen him and could 
not bear hls loss. So we killed him, 
chopped his heart and liver in little 
bits and ate him. Now he is always 
with us and we shall never lose 
him." 


* Professor Murray explained that 
likewlse “if a child secs a bright and 
shining watch’ that he Joves because 
it shines and ticks, he puts it In his 
mouth. To him ‘I love you’ Is 
equated with the impulse ‘I swallow 
you.” 

The professor claimed that com- 
munal service as practised by civl- 
lised people and certain forms of 
cannibalism such as he had men- 
tloned are examples of this practice. 

The Swedish professor of Socio- 
logy, Terguy Segerstedt, discussed 
the dangers of lack of family life to 
children. Boys ,who have lost the 
sense of family often resorted to 
gangsterism and crime as a substi- 
tute, he d.—United Press.
